Bond Issue—30-Hour Week. Proposed for 
_ Workers—The Akron Disaster.

ject from the President, Senator, 
Robinson of Arkansas introduced 
the administra- 
tion’s farm mort- 
gage refinancing 
bill which, with. the 
farm’ relief bin, is 
designed to lift’ the

The bill provides 
for-issuing, by the 
arm loan banks of 
bonds to the extent | 
of $2,000,000,000, on 
which the govern- 
ment guarantees the Interest pay- 
ments. The bonds, or the money 
derived from their sale, are to be 
used by the farm, loan banks for

farm mortgages on which the inter- 
est rates cannot be more than 4% 
per cent. 

The expectation is that with 
money available to settle with his 
creditor the farmer can scale down 
the principal of his debt to a con- 
siderable extent. Henry Morgen-— 
thau,-Jr, governor of the new. 
farm credit administration, believes 
mortgage indebtedness may be 
scaled down in two ways. A mort- 
gagee, willing to settle for cash or 
bonds at 70 or 80 per cent of the 
principal, could exchange the mort- 
gage on that basis.for land bank 
bonds. The bank then would refi- 
nance the farmer at 4% per cent. | 
Or a farmer making a composition 
with his creditor could borrow the | 
funds for. settlement from the land 
bank. 

Opposition to the legislation re- 
volves around two arguments. One 
is that it will be an inducement to 
farmers to default in the payments 
on their present mortgages in order 
to persuade mortgagees to settle at 
less than face value. The other is 
that such a vast flotation of 4 per 
cent bonds would tend to demoral- 
ize the bond market and react un- 
favorably on banks and insurance 
companies with latge bond port- 
folios. The maturity of the bonds 
fs tobe fixed by the lafd banks and 
probably wiN be 30 or 40 years. 

Stated briefly, the main provi- 
sions of the farm finance Dill are 
as follows: 


Federal land banks are authorized 
to issue up to $2,000,000,000 in 4 per 
cent bonds, interest guaranteed by 
government. 

The same banks could purchase 
first mortgages on farm land or ex- 
change bonds for them. 

The treasury is authorized to sub- 
scribe $50,000,000 to the paid-in sur- 
plus of the banks. 

Interest rate on loans on mort- 
gages shall not exceed 4% per cent. . 

A total of $15,000,000 weuld be 
available from the treasury to com- 
pensate banks for interest reduction. 

The limit on mortgage loans would 
be raised from $25,000 to $50,000. —

HE oumber of veterans to be 

affected by the President’s or- 
der reducing veterans’ benefits will 
not be known for some time.

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WATCH OUT FOR “A-NEW DEAL” 

While we have no définite information that some: sort 
of a new deal is in the: offing when the councilman race 
gets into full swing, the mere fact is that events in Wash- 
’ ington, in Germany, even in our school board election, 
would lead one to believe that perhaps a “new deal” may 
be urged for the election of certain candidates to the city 
council. 


As is well known this paper plese no favoslies among !: 


all the candidates for the all-important post on the council 
which directs the destiny of our city. 
and every one is capable of being a fine councilman. We 
also know that our city has a glorious opportunity, that 
anyone will concede that improvements can be made, and 
we are content to point out in our humble way what we 
_believe some of those improvements should be; .Who the 
individual candidates are that will be finally successful is 
not as important as what they will do, when elected. 

For ‘this reason we urge caution should the élement of 
‘a “new ‘deal” be injected into the campaign; and, if it does 


happen, that new FACES may not be interpreted solely as} 


a new DEAL, In other words, if a change is desired, every 


single candidate has as good an opportunity as every other | 


to bring about needed changes. This will not be done, if 
as some candidates now say, .“I.am making no promises.” 
Great Scott, if no promises dre’made how can we judge 
what they expect to do and how closely they will come 
to their objective when they do get in. The only way we 
know of to.make a choice is to ask definite questions of 
candidates, and see what they think about given problems. 
Or rather for them to come forth with definite ideas so 
that all who wish may know what they expect to-do. In 
his column this week, Mr. Windrem asks some relevant 
questions, to which this paper editorially will add but one:

: THE “STAR CHAMBER” 

All we can say about doing away with the official “star 
chamber” meetings of the city council is that, if done away 
with, the number of unofficial “star chamber” meetings 
in ones, twos, and threes along Macdonald Avenue will 
propably: increase by leaps and bounds. As a matter of 
fact when, once in a blue moon, the United States Senate 
invokes the rule of cloture the press of the entire nation 
is up in arms against THAT star chamber.
